RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 


ALMOST ANOTHER TEHACHEPI 
DISASTER. 


Two, Locomotives Strike a Rock and 
Jump the Track—An Exciting 
Back Down—An Accident on the 
Atlantic and Pacific. 


Day before yesterday was a great day 
for railroad accidents, although the 
railroad people are as mum as oysters, 
and but little information could be se- 
cured: yesterday. 
occurred on the Southern Pacific just 
the other side of Tehachepi. It seems 
that the south-bound train which 


should have arrived here at 7:15 last 


Wednesday was slowly making its way 
up a steep grade when it entered a 
short tunnel, and the first thing the 
passengers knew the train came to a 
sudden standstill and the passengers 
went bounding from their seats. A big 
boulder had rolled on the track, and 
before the engineer in the first engine 
discovered it bis engine was upon the 
obstruction. Both engines jumped the 
track, but they were making such slow 
time on account of the steepness of the. 
grade that none of the cars were 
thrown from the rails. The engineers 
and firemen jumped from their cabs and 
saved their lives. The passengers who 
rushed from the coaches as soon as the 
train came to a standstill were hus- 
tled back, and told that nothing had 
happened to give them any uneasiness. 
Ths cars they started back down grade 
running by gravitation, but before it 
had gone many yards, the greatest con- 
fusion prevailed. The conductor und 
his train men rushed about from one 
car to another and worked the .brakes 
inafrantic manner. The passengers 
did not know at first what was up, but 
they soon learned that the train was 
unning away. Ithad been cut loose 
om the engines and was backin 
down the steep grade at a frightf ul 
rate and for a few minutes it looked as 
if another Tehachepi horror was about 
to occur. The conductor kept a cool 
head, however, and, after some pretty 
lively work, he and his men succeeded 
in getting the train under control, and 
it backed up to the station all right. - 
Some of the passengers knew that 
their friends would be waiting for 
them at the depot and wanted to tele- 
graph, but the railroad people would 
not aliow them to use the wires, and a 


great deal of dissatisfaction was ex- 


pressed. Finally other engines were 
secured and the train came in three 
hours late. Fortunately no one was 
njured.

NUMEROUS FIRES. 

The Department Called Out Four 
Times—The Trombone. Blaze. 
The fire department -had a lively 
time yesterday. The ball opened with 
a fire in the Tribune press-room at 4:80 
o’clock yesterday morning, an account 
of which appeared in Tue Times of 
the same day. Developments during 
the day plainly showed that the fire 
was of incéndiary origin, and but for 
the early discovery the entire block 
would have been destroyed, as a high 
wind was blowing, and the fire had 
been started in a small passageway in 
about the middle of the cellar, and 


directly under a number of whisky bar- 
rels in the saloon above. The prepara- 


have made it impossible to save any- 
thing. As it was, however, the damage 
is merely nominal, only burning a hole 
in the fluor of the saloon. 

Between 12 and 1 o’clock there was 
another alarm, caused by the explosion 
of a gasoline stove in a small house 
near the corner of Sixth and Pearl 
streets, belonging to a letter-carrier. 
This blaze was extinguished before any 
material damage was done, only the 
room in which it occurred being smoked 
and scorched. 

Between 8 and 9 o’clock there was 
another incipient conflagration in the 
lodging-house in the old Merced Hall 
block, next tothe Pico House, caused 
by the burning of a blanket and some 
bedclothing, which were thrown into 
the street, thus ending the fire. The 
engines turned out, but no water was 
thrown. 
Just as the Merced Hall blaze was 
over, another flre broke out, this time 
in the rear of C. L. Fisher’s shoe store, 
in the Lanfranco block, on Spring 
street, near Court, which for a time 
looked as though it would be a serious 
affair. Tie engines, however, promptly 


— 


betore they got under good headway. 
The tire originated in the corner of the 
store, near the partition which separ- 
ates the main store from the workshop, 
and removed from any light or fire of 
any description. In fact, there has 
never been any fire anywhere neur 
where the blaze started, and the origin 
is a mystery that will be difficult to 
solve. Mr. Fisher was seen just aiter 
the fire had been extinguished, and 
said that® he had no idea 
of how it originated. He 
stated that he ‘valued his stock at 
about $30,000, on which he carried an 
insurance ot $15,000 or $20,000, divided 
among the agencies of McNally & 
Canfield, McLellan, T. N. Rust, G. A 
Dobinson, W. J. Broderick and Tillot- 
son. He said that he could not form 
any estimate as to his loss until after 
he had taken an inventory of his stock 
and ascertained what had been de- 
stroyed and what damaged, which 
could not be done for several days.

NOTABLE EVENTS THAT HAVE 
HAPPENED ON THIS DATE. 


John Jay, First Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court—Catharine 


—Talleyrand. * 


The first Chief Justice of the United 


States Supreme Court, John Jay, was 
born in New York, December 12, 1745. 


On completing his studies at King’s 
(now Columbia) College, he read law, 
and was admitted to the bar in 1768. 
Jay quickly aequired an extensive and 


lucrative practice, and exercised great 


influence in the assemblies held to 
consider the growing troubles with 
Great Britain. Jay helped to form the 
first State Constitution of New York 
in 1777, was chosen president of Con- 
gress, and in 1784 was made Secretary 
of Foreign Affairs. President Wash- 
ington made him Chief Justice, and 


of the eral 


Government wit 
Great Britain. 


During his absence 


in Europe he was elected Governor 


of New York, and held th® office for 
six years. During his term slavery 
was abolished in the State. He de- 
clined a reélection at the end of his 
second term, also refused the appoint- 
ment of Chief Justice of the Federal 
Supreme Court, and passed the re- 
mainder of his 1 
tirement, up to the time of 2 
May 17, 18 
CATHARINE OF RUSSIA. . 
As the murderer of his only son, by 


the Czar, Peter the Great of Russia, 


in 1714, left no heir to the throne, the 
imperial crown passed on Peter's 
death, in 1725, his wife, the Em- 
press Catharine I. She was born of 
poor parents at Marienburg, in La- 
vonia, about 1688. After marryin 
Swedish officer, she was captured 8 
the Russians in one of Peter's cam- 
oo against Charles XII. Her 
eauty attracted the Czar’s attention, 
and in 1711 Peter recognized her as 
his wife. Later in the same year she 


accompanied him in one of his cam- 


paigns against the Turks, rendering 


eff cient service in negotiating a 
‘| treaty with the Sultan. 


Catharine 
was crowned Empress by order of 
Peter in 1724, and died after a reign 
of two years, May 17,1727. She ad- 
hered strictly to Peter’s ruling princi- 
ple, to make no alliance with France 
or England, so that the persistent ef- 
forts of Louis XV. 's ministers to con- 
summate a treaty with the rising Em- 
pire of the north, were without suc- 
cess. 
ABELARD AND HELOISE. 


No tragedy of the middle ages is so 


sad as that of Abelard and Heloise. 


Abelard was the greatest orator, 


| scholar, philosopher and writer of his 


age. Born in 1079, he established a 
school at Melun in 1101, which was re- 
sorted to by a large number of stu- 
dents. He _ afterwards established 
himself in Paris with brilliant suc- 
cess, and in 1113 began the study of 
theology under Anselm. Heloise was 
an orplian, 18 years old, residing with 
her uncle and guardian, who was a 
canon of Notre Dame. Heloise pur- 
“sued: her studies with such success 
that her learning became the wonder 
of the age. To complete her educa- 
tion she was 


‘tual passion, which the circumstances 
rendered vain. The attachment of 


gs which Abelard himseif p 
to the utter neglect of his lectures and 
‘his pupils. At length Abelard con- 
trived to convey Heloise to the nun- 
nery of Argenteuil. To “the uncle’s 
demand that a marriage should at 
once take place, Abelard consented, 
though he knew that his prospects 
would be ruined should the fact be- 
come public. For this reason Heloise 
op sed the mariage, and 
used to confess the truth after it 
had been consummated. But the 


| secret was revealed, and Abelard was 


forced to cecome a monk in the 
Abbey of St. Denis. Out of jealousy 


the veil, which she did in spite of 
the opposition of her friends. ' ‘hough 
Prioress of the Paraclate, Heloise re 
mained faithful to her attachment 
to her husband, but Abelard in his 
replies to her letters, sought to re- 
strain this affection, judging it better 
to discoura than to foster it. 
Heloise died at the Paraclate May 
17, 1163, having survived Abelard 
years.
